Steamer City of Puebla is expected to 
reach San Francisco tomorrow in tow of 
the steamer Chehalis, a small steam 
schooner of 120 tons, whose owners will 
earn much salvage as a result of the tow. 
The steamer Queen, which reached port 
early yesterday morning from San Fran- 
cisco, had been informed of the predica- 
ment or the Puebla by Capt. Preble ot 
the Charles Nelson, who spoke the Queen 
and Capt. Cousins accordingly kept a 
close lookout for the derelict steamer. 
Thiuking the Bte(imer_tuight have been 
Iblown seaward he altered his course fur- 
ther from the land, but did not sight, the 
Puebla. The steamer Terje \ ikon, a 
Norwegian collier which had rough wea- 
! ther on her northbound trip, arrived last 
night en route to L/adysmlrh four days 
from San Francisco, without bringing 
any word of the steamer. 

It. P. Ritltet & Co., local agents of the 
steamer, Inst night received, the billow- 
ing telegram from the Pacific Coast 
; Steamship oiliee at San Francisco: "I'USt 
| information we have of the steamer City 
i of Puebla, was that she was spoken in 
1 tow of the steam schooner Chehalis on 
I Sunday at 8.30 p.m., twenty miles south- 
west by west Off the Columbia, all well. 
As the vessel with tow is not making 
over live miles an hour she is now near 
Cape Blanco. The weather is line. A 
tug is leaving here to assist. The circum- 
stances are not such as tend to cause 
unxietv. It is impossible for the ('he- 
lm lis and her tow to' reach here before 
Friday morning, Expect reports from 
Eureka tomorrow. Will wire when we 
receive them." 

The Charles Nelson which spoke the 
derelict hut failed to keep her in tow. 
carried the news of the accident to San 
Francisco. On Saturday last the steamer 
Charles Nelson when en route to the Bay 
City from Seattle sighted the City of 
Puebla rolling in the seas with distress 
signals Uyitlg from her halyards. The 
Nelson -pelt out the words "broken 
abaft, and knew that her sea compan- 
ion was in dire trouble, but the heavy 
seas and' blowing gale rendered it im- 
possible for the Nelson to do much. Capt. 
Preble, of the Nelson went as close to 
the Puebla as possible and managed to 
pass lines to the drifting vessel. Before 
the Nelson could get under headway with 
her tow the lines parted and the heavy 
sea running prevented the crew of the 
Nelsono from giving further aid to the 
steamer. 

The two steamers narrowly escaped 
collision, and railing to assist the broken 
down liner the Nelson proceeded. When 
the Puebla was last seen by the Nelson 
-he was under sufficient sail to give her 
steerage way, and' she will probably be 
able to weather the storm, which must 
have enveloped her Saturday and Sun- 
day. . 

According to tin' statement of Capt. 
Preble, of the Nelson, the City of Pu- 
ebla was about 30 miles off the Colum- 
bia river bar when his vessel approach- 
ed. 

Win n (he steamer ('has. Nelson ar- 
rived at San Francisco Tuesday, she 
reported having had tin' derelict stejl 111- 
i r City of Puebla in tow, but was un- 
able to hold her. 

"I diil my best lo cam about $30,000 
salvage money," said Captain Preble, 
"and save the lives of the Puebhl's pas- 
sengers anil crew: but it was no use. 
The seas were running like mountains 
and eviry one went over me, so I was 
in danger of going to the bottom my- 
self. The strain on our machinery was 
something terrible, and each time we 
got a line aboard her I though! it 
would yank the stern out of us. 

"The passengers crowded tin- rail in 
spite of the storm to encourage u-. but 
at last the strain was too much for 
our machinery and a pipe in tin' boil- 
er gave way. Then we had to quit and 
look to ourselves. Wo were in more 
immediate danger hist then than the 
big ship, for she could at least keep her 
head up to the sea- with what canvas 
she had spr< ad. 

"After we lefl her and had made re- 
pairs we sighted the steamer Whittier 

ami the steamer Qui and told both 

while to find the Puebla. I think one 
of them will surely find her and tow 
her into port. If the Whittier gets 
there lirxl she will yet that salvage." 

Captain Preble said the storm was 
the worst lie had ever experienced and 
that it was no wonder the Puebla 
wrenched off her propeller shart trying 
to ride out the gale. lie praised the 
coolness of Captain Jensen ami said 
there war- perfect discipline among the 
crew of the steamship and no panic 
anion- the passengers. 

The City of Puebla sailed from Vic- 
toria on Friday last for San Francisco. 
The steamer, which belongs to the Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship company, is an iron 
screw steamer, built in 1SS1 by I 'ramp 
A Sons. She is D20Vj feet long, IIN'/j feel 
beam, and 2li feet ,'! inches deep. Her 
commander is It. Jepsen, an experiencced 
navigator of Pacific coast waters,

VICTORIANS GIVE EVIDENCE. 

Local Men Go to Vancouver to Tell of 
Identity of Fugitive. 

Many Victorians are giving evidence at 
VancouVer in connection with the trial of 
Mrs. Jackson and Mrs. Jones for perjury 
on the point -of the identity of Wiilinm 
Fisher, or Jones. Sergeant Walker of 
the local police, K. C. Douglas and Jesse 
Betts, the latter now of Kamloops, gave 
evideiieee that Fisher was in reality 
Fred Jones. Sergeant Walker is giving 
mucili assistance to the Vancouver po- 
lice in tthe case. In his evidence he said 
■he knew Mrs. Jones in 180(1 and bS'.l" 
in Victoria. lie also knew her son, Fred 
Jones, whom he arrested for forgery and 
who was later sent to the penitentiary. 
He arrested Jones on June 21, 1807. 
He was at. Blaine on December 27 and 
recognised Harry Fisher there as Fred 
Jones. 

WiUtinm Peden, of Scott & Peden. is 
also giving evidence. Peden worked with 
and over Fred Jones in 1807, at the time 
the forgery was committed that sent 
Jones to the penitentiary. Both were 
employed in the feed store of Major Wil- 
son, on John-son street, Victoria, and 
Peden knew the father of young Jones. 

Another man from Vancouver Island 
to give evidence is one Tubman, who 
states that he was a partner wtih the 
Jate Thomas Jackson, in the Happy John 
mine, Alberni. He says that Jackson 
brought Fisher up to Alberni from Se- 
attle and that Fisher cooked for the camp 
for a time. When Fisher arrived in the 
camp his hnir and moustache were black 
Ibut turned red before he left. He also 
states that Jackson informed him once 
when he and Fisher were drunk, that 
Fisher's real name was Jones..

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that See- 
lion VI, of the Regulations of the Provin- 
cial Board of Horticulture regarding the 
Inspection of fruit now applies to oranges, 
lemons and other citrons fruit s M The fol- 
lowing Is a copy of the section referred 
to; 

Inspection of Imported Fruit. 

11. All Importers, agents for Importers or 
consignees of fruit must, give notice lo a 
member of the Hoard, the Inspector of 
Fruit Tests, or any agent appointed by the 
Hoard, upon the arrival of any and all 
shipments of fruit; and all fruit and fruit 
packages Imported Into this Province shall 
be Inspected, and If found to bo free from 
Insect petfts and fungous disease, a clean 
certificate shall be Issued therefor In con- 
formity with the Rules and Regulations 
of too Board: Provided, however, that no 
frail or fruit packages Imported Into this 
Province shall he removed from any dock, 
wharf, mole, or station where such fruit 
and fruit packages have hern landed, he- 
fore Inspect ion, mid such clean curtlUcate 
thereof shall have been obtained, and all 
such fruit and fruit packages as may he 
found Infected with any insect pest or 
fungous disease shall be cither destroyed 
by the importers thereof, iby such process 
and within such' time lis any members of 
the Board, the Inspector of Fruit Bests, 
or any agent appointed by the hoard may 
direct, or shall be re-shipped, within .such 
time as any member of the Hoard, the 
Inspector of Fruit Posts, or any agent ap- 
pointed 'by the Board, may direct, by the 
Importers thereof, to some point without 
the province: Provided, however, Unit fruit 
which has been condemned (shall not he 
transported through the Province except 
for deportation. Packages containing In- 
fected fruit shall he marked with a (lis- 
tlnctlve mark or brand at Hie time of the 
Inspection 'thereof by the Inspecting ofll- 
cer. It shall be an offence against, the 
Holes and Regulations of the Hoard ot 
Horticulture to deface or remove such 
mark or brand,

TEMPERANCE IN SCHOOLS. 

• Reference was made t h<> other day to 
the position taken by Dr. Hillings, chair- 
man of the Committee of Fifty of Mas- 
sachusetts, appointed to enquire Into the 
liquor problem, respecting Hie teaching 
o£ temperance iu public schools. tie 
holds that a great deal of liarm may 
be done by giving wrong impressions, 
.though with the moral Intent of doing 
right. Tin' principal fault lie Buds with 
the standard textbooks on the subject is 
their scientific inaccuracy, ami liability to 
exaggerate the physiological effects of the 
use of alcoholic liquors as beverages. 
iWhflt cannot he demonstrated to be truth 
or approximate truth in teaching is apt 
to prove mischievous sooner or later. We 
ore aware that it is held to he imposs- 
ible to exaggerate the injurious results of 
the use „f alcohol, but therein lies the 
danger which Dr. Billings wishes to 
avoid. 

Alcohol is classified as n poison, and 
its effects on tissues and In various ways 
are illustrated. The impression left on 
;i hoy or trirl's mintl l>y the use of the 
term "poison." however, is that created 
by the ordinary meaning and effect of 
everyday poisonous ingredients, such as 
strychnine, arsenic, prussic acid, and 
many other things of the effect of which 
■he or she has common knowledge. It 
is associated in the youthful mind with 
something that kills, something deadly 
and dangerous to touch or taste. Assum- 
ing that a child has no knowledge of 
effects of alcoholic beverages, when he 
first sees a man lake u drink of beer 
or wine or whiskey, he naturally expects 
to see him curl up and die, or to become 
deathly sick. When, however, he wit- 
nesses the operation performed not only 
once, but repeated several times without 
any but the most plea innl consequences 

his faith in th xt-l ks is liable to 

ibecome very much shaken, if not com- 
pletely shattered, ami he may even be 
induced to tempt provideuee by indulging 
himself. It is worse to have faith de- 
stroyed than never to have had faith at 
all, so that much good that is intended 
l)v the instruction may become a stnm- 



nnd weakness they are useful in quanti- 
ties to be prescribed by physicians; that 
when taken habitually it should only be 
at meals, and, as a rule, only with the 
last meal or the day, or soon after it, and 
that alcoholic drinks of nil kinds are 
worse than useless to prevent fatigue or 
the effects of cold, although they may. be 
useful at times as restoratives after the 
work is done. 

It should also lie taught, he says, that 
alcoholic drinks are almost always worse 
than a useless expense, that their use in 
excess is the cause of much disease, suf- 
fering and poverty, and of many crimes; 
hut. that such use is sometimes the re- 
sult rather than the cause of disease. 

It should not he taught that the drink- 
ing of one or two glasses of beer or wine 
by a grown up person is very dangerous, 
for it is not true, and ninny of the chil- 
dren know by their own home experience 
that it is not true. 

"In looking at the liquor problem," 
says Dn Hillings, "from an educational 
point of view, one is impressed with the 
fact that many of those who are seek- 
ing to reform the drinking habits of the 
community by educational methods have 
failed to grasp the true educational na- 
ture of the temperance movement, a 
movement, which to be of permanent 
value, must be based upon a strength- 
ening and upbuilding of tin? character 
of the individual, and not upon tin' am- 
ount and nature of tho information im- 
parted with regard to the physiological j 
action of alcohol. With the terrible ef- 
fects of the abuse of alcoholic drinks 
constantly before one's eyes, it is of com- ( 
pnrntirely little importance what one be- 
lieves about the physiological action id' 
alcohol mi digestion or on beat produc- 
tion. On the other hand, the presence 
iu every community of a large number of 
healthy individuals for whom a small 
amount of alcohol forms a portion of 
their daily diet makes it impossible to 
take seriously the statements, loo fre- 
quently made, as to the danger of indulg- 
ing iu it single glass of wine or beer." 

The fact to which the author points as 

objectionable is that the s,-l 1 hooks 

imparting "Scientific Temperance In- 
struction," based largely mi the physioi- 
logieal effect of alcohol, have been forced 
upon the schools by tin- influence of 
those who take the extreme total ab- 
stinence view, the statements ill which 
are not indorsed by the members of the 
medical profession and not by the ma- 
jority of the teachers, themselves whose 
evidence litis been sought; and it cannot 
be doubted, it is added, that physicians 
and teachers are as anxious as any one 
idse to check the evils of intemperance. 
Stu b views are worthy of consideration, 
being. based on sound comnionsense, bat 
tressed by experience.

Alcohol, it is true, is ;1 poison. Taken 
in its pure form it would speedily pro- 
duce death. 6ut so uie many other 
things, in common, daily use, poisons. 
What is or is not poisonous depends 
upon a variety of conditions. The term 
"poison" is. therefore, relative in its ap- 
plication. Dr. Billing's does not think it 
desirable to give systematic instruction 

to .-ill cllildre the subject of alcohol 

or alcoholic drinks. The object of all 
instruction on the subject should be to 
form an intelligent opinion on the whole 
.subject, and es| hilly to distinguish be- 
tween more assertion and scientific evi- 
dence. It is a subject, therefore, largely 
for the older pupils who are able safely 
to discriminate. Dr. Hillings outlines the 
course he would take in teaching the 
subject, and as we promised lo give fur- 
ther bis views of the subject, on account 
of their import, -nice, we epitomize. 

The tcucihing s'lioitld not be special. Iso- 
lated matter, but pari of some element- 
ary instruction in physiology and hygiene. 
The fact should be emphasized that there 
is intemperance in food as weil as in 
drink, the former not infrequently lead- 
jug lo Hie hitler.

them in SO far as they tend to create 
a. habit; that iu certain cases disease

A Review of Events During Year 
Presented by President 
Coldwell. 



The Victoria Trades and Labor 
Council held its first 11)06 meeting last 
evening. President Coldwell in the 
chair, there being- a large attendance 
of delegates. The annual address of 
the retiring president, 6. A. Coldwell, 
was as follows: 

'To the Officers and Members of Victoria 
Trades and Labor Council:

The 
first session of the Trades and Labor Con- 
gress of Canada on tbe I'acitlc Coast will

•mid upon i he Incoming officers and mem- 
bers will devolve the duty of preparation 
fur Labor Day — also to bp celebrated in 
<onr city this fall— and the entortalnmenl 
vr our Eastern brethren. Ii is of the ut- 
most Importance that these matters lie 
Taken tip at ouce, ami ways and means dis- 
eased for the carrying out of these events 
in a manner which will reflect the highest 
■credit both to the council and the city,

Delegates Piper and Gilllgan report- 
ed on behalf of the library that the 
commissioner had, at the request of 
the Trades and Labor Council's repre- 
sentatives, placed in the public library 
a numerous and splendid lot of hooks 
on technical subjects and mechanics. 
No library on the Pacific Coast con- 
tained any better, and all workingmen 
were urgently requested to avail them- 
selves of the advantages within their 
reach. 

A communication was received from 
Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, warn- 
ing trades unionists against cerlain 
men who were illegally collecting- 
money from Chinamen on the Pacific 
Coast, on the plea thai it was to ho 
used for the purpose of influencing the 
unions in favor of Chinese. The sec- 
retary was instructed to warn all 
unions in accordance with the above 
information. 

The election of officers then took 
place and resulted as follows: Presi- 
dent, G. A. Coldwell, unanimously, for 
a third term; vice president, R, T. 
Williams; secretary. Christian Sivertz;

not care who suffered so long as they 
could make inordinate dividends. Such 
a tiling would not have been possible if 
the department had been in the hands 
of a minister from Brlti-Sb Columbia. 

It is of more importance, however, 
that we should have :s minister resident 
at Ottawa than that he should have 
the department of his choice, ami for 
that reason the selection of Mr. Tem- 
pieman to administer any portfolio 
should be received with satisfaction 
throughout; 1 he province. We do not 
think there can be any reasonable uncs- 
lion as to the- person from British Co- 
lumbia upon whom this honor should 
In' conferred. .Mr. Templemnn is the 
logical choice, as the recognized head of 
the parliamentary delegation. He is a 
senator, it is true, while the vacant 
portfolio was held 'by. a member of the 
commons, but surely if a -seat in the 
popular chamber is necessary to Mr. 
Templeman's preferment there is suffi- 
ti cient patriotism in the "solid seven" 
j whom he financed into parliament to 
cause one of them to make way for the 
minister. 

In the pnst the discord amongst 
British Columbia representatives as to 
which of them (should lhave Ibis phim 
has afforded an excuse to Sir Wilfrid 
for passing over the whole contingent 
and it is unfortunate that, on the very 
eve of Mr. Templeman's selection a 
spirit of jealousy should manifest itself 
again. Wo refer to an article in the 
last issue of the Vancouver World, in 
which in connection with setting oat the' 
alleged (nullifications of Mr. Mncphoivon 
for the office, very slighting reference 
is made to Mr. Tomplciuun, with respect 
lo Ids immediate personal standing anil 
political history. In proportion as the 
World has influence with the powers 
that bo at Ottawa, so will British Co- 
lumbia interests be injured by this ar- 
ticle. Under tin; circiimstaneeK, Mr. 
Tempieman being already a minister 
without portfolio it is simply out of the 
iiui st ion thut he should be passed over 
for a gentleman of Mr. Macpln-rson's 
standing; while as to general ipailili- 
cation for the position it i.s no nailery 
lo the senator for New Westuiiuster to 



Michael .1. King of this city has re- 
turned from Mexico. In an interview 
given the Seattle Times at Seattle h • 
is quoted as saying: "1 have bee ill 
Mexico several times, but never has 
the American miner, railroad builder or 
limber man laid as good a chance for 
success :is he has now. President Diaz 
has a wholesome respect: for the' Amer- 
ican and it has Been through his person- 
al efforts hat the American now has a 
chance to make good in that country. 

"Diaz realizes that his own country- 
men are easy-going people, and slow to 
take advantage of their natural resour- 
ces. If Mexico were loft lo the Mex- 
icans, the country would not advance it- 
single step in a decade. Under the in- 
fluence of American capital, push and 
energy, however, Mexico is rapidly com- 
ing lo the front and as a money making 
country she bids fair lo be heard from 
to a marked degree before many years. 

'Practically every mile of railroad in 
the country lias been built with our 
money, Every big mine that has been 
opened in the past ten years, is the di- 
I re t result of American enterprise'. The 
| advancement that has been made in ag- 
: rienltnre must, in nearly every instance 
from he charged to the doors of the American 
, |,,. farmer. 
Co- i "There was n. lime when the native 

of Mexico resented the < ling of tin' 

American. That time is past. He' now 
realizes that with the American conies 
money and money buys the things we all 
long for iu this life. Where the Mexi- 
can scorned before, he now tolerates. 
Tomorrow he will admire and next week 
he will bow the head before the shfilie 
of American genius and enterprise. 

"Mexico is wonderfully rich in her 
mineral wealth," continued Mr. King, 
"Her copper deposits are little short of 
marvelous. She has mountains of gold 
and silver and some day immense for- 
tunes will be made out of the .Mexi- 
can mini's. The one great difficulty 
that stands in the way of successful 
mining operations is the lack of trans- 
portation. It is exceedingly difficult to 
get into the mining country and to 
pack out tlie ore. In the majority of 
cases, the ore till has to be carried out 
miles and miles on the backs of mules 
and pack horses. That, of course, 
greatly increases the expenses and cor- 
respondingly cuts down the profits. 

"Railroads tire, however, being built 
all over .Mexico, I u many instances 
these mads are' being built by syndi- | 
cates who have large mining interests. 
In fael. i think I am safe in saying 
that nearly every bit of railroad •(in- 
struction now going on in that country 
has some mining scheme behind it. 

"Mexico is a young man's country in 
a way. It will be a belter one after 
awhile. It would .be a good idea for a 
young man with plenty of nerve and 
health to go down there and locate a 
few claims in some country thai stands 
a good chance of being pierced by :i 
railroad. It will 'he worth something 
to him some day. 

"The Americans have had sonic 
trouble with Indians in times past. In 
most cases, however, the reports seal 
out have been grflltly exaggerated. You 
have to keep your eyes J.kinnod, and 
all that sort of thing, hut the native In- 
dian of Mexico is a coward. He would 
rather steal than light. They are nat- 
ural thieves." 



The famine In north Japan is caus- 
ing' thousands to starve, according to 
advices received by the steamer Km- j 
press of Japan. A government report 
says MlyagJ, Fukushima and Iwatc 
provinces; with a population of 2,821.- 
fi. r )7 Is confronting the worst famine 
since the deadly one of sixty years ago. 
So great is the calamity in Miyagi 
that famine Investigators report "the 
sentence of death has been passed on 
one-third of the people of the prov- 
ince." Already thousands in the three 
provinces are reduced to shrub roots 
and bark of trees to sustain life, n'.id a 
million people are in extreme condi- 
tions. The misery arising from the 
famine I.s indescribable. Committees 
of foreign residents have been formed 
to arrange systematic relief. 

Japanese newspapers report that! 
Count Katsura Is about to retire and 
Marquis Salojt is to form a cabinet, j 
The general impression Is that Pre- j 
mier Katsura proposed such an ar- 
rangement and Marquises Ito and I 
Y/afnagata endorsed the project. Mr. 
Kato, formerly minister to England, is 
slated for minister of foreign affairs; 
and Baron Suyematsu, sent lo Eng- 
land to uphold Japan's interests before j 
the public by writi.ig and lecturing, fori 
the post of home minister. The min- 
isters of army and navy are not ex- 
pected to be changed. Another an- 
nouncement of Japanese papers is 
that Admiral Togo will be maile chief 
of the naval stuff, with Admirals lto 
and rnouye as councillors. 

Arrivals from Vladivostok state that 
12.1)00 buildings were destroyed in the 
revolt there. 

Travelers arriving in Pekin from 
Harbin state that the mutinous Rus- 
sian soldiers are being joined by Chi- 
nese adventurers, and bands are con- 
stantly making pillaging expeditions to 
different Chinese cities. 

Arrivals at Nagasaki by a German 
steamer from Vladivostok report that 
at Tomsk Cossacks', set lire to a bar- 
racks containing '.'Oft 'mutinous troops 
and killed the majority of them. At 
Vladivostok animosity between the 
troops and Cossacks hap reached a 
climax because of., the burning of a 
house which eonlnjned 12(P soldiers by 
Cossacks, who -killed the majority of 
the troops. 

Three Chinese Implicated in the 
massacre of American missionaries at 
Llenchou were executed in the prem- 
ises of the joint commission on De- 
cember 7, and malty others were pun- 
ished. 

While a large number of Chinese 
coolies were making repairs to an 
American ship at the Acme dock at 
Singapore on December it, the Singa- 
pore boycott committee ordered them 
lo desist worlc. under threats of be- 
heading. Thereupon 'he government 
ordered the coolies to continue work 
or be deported. Work was resumed. 

American quarantine officials at 
Yokohama have '■ notified steamship 
companies there that no persons who 
arrive In Yokohama via Osaka or 
vicinity will be allowed to proceed to 
America unless they remain in Yoko- 
hama a week and their health is certi- 
fied to. These precautious are made 
necessary because of the increase of 
bubonic plague at Osaka. 

The Toklo police have solved a mys- 
tery which has worried them for sev- 
eral years by bringing home the crime 
to Osaburo Xoguchl of the murder of 
the celebrated Japanese poet, Nolsal 
Xoguchl. The police discovered the 
murderer to be guilty of another mur- 
der in which be had cut a piece of 
flesh from a boy and made soup or it 
to give to the poet and bis wife, who 
i were leprous, the murderer having 
' read that soup made of Hie flesh of a 
i human would cure leprosy. 

The rice crop in Korea is 40 per 
cent, below the average, and a famine 
Is expected.

Steamer Empress of Japan, from 
Shanghai, brought details of the recent 
rioting there arising out of Chinese 
dissatisfaction with the notion of the 
British assessor in Imprisoning some 
Chinese women pending hearing for 
kidnapping before the mixed court. 
Two women and three men were ar- 
rested charged with kidnapping fifteen 
young girls from Szechuart, nnd when 
the ease Was remanded the British 
assessor ordered the young girls to be 
taken to a society, the l->"<>r of Hope, 
pending the trial. 

The Chinese magistrate, Mr, Kuan, 
Insisted that they lie placed In the 
eells of the mixed court where the 
prisoners were kept. H1h runners" at- 
tacked the foreign police who were 
removing them, The police, under 
Cadet Officer Fenton, resisted, and a 
riot ensued in which Inspector Gibson 
and some Chinese were slightly hurt. 
Finally the police hustled the girls 
Into vans and removed them. The 
Chinese magistrate and ids assistant 
meanwhile shouted to the native muni- 
cipal constables that if they obeyed 
the foreigners they would be punished 
severely under Chinese law. They re- 
mained loyal, however, to their foreign 
employees. The magistrate and his 
assistants managed to get the com- 
pound gates shut, and shouted to Mr. 
Kenton that he and the vans would 
pass only over his body. He was 
hustled aside and the vans forced 
through. 

When the incident was noised about 
the Chinese became greatly excited, 
and mass meetings were held by dif- | 
ferent guilds to protest against the J 
treatment of the Chinese magistrate. 
For several days the excitement con- 
tlnued, and then the Chinese govern- 
ment ordered the magistrate to re- 
lease the prisoners he held. Three, 
days later, the loth, It was obvious 
that trouble was about to break out. 
The consuls had consequently tele- : 
graphed for warships, and there were 
then three in the river. The spurk 
which incited tire outbreak was found 
In a street row near a police station,: 
to which a quickly gathered mob ap- 
plied a torch; a grog shop was then; 
wrecked, a jinrlksha store looted, and 
crowds in which hundreds soon gath- 
ered, began to riot in the streets, with 
the result that twenty Chinese and 
one Sikh policeman were killed nnd a 
large number wounded, including the 
German consul. Fifteen thousand 
Chinese soldiers In plain clothes are 
said to have taken part With the 
orowd. Chinese newspapers state the 
trouble was due to roughs who took | 
advantage of the mixed court enieute, 
intending to loot the foreign settle* 
ments. Two British, one American, 
two Japanese, coe Austrian and one 
I German Warship were hurried to 
I Shanghai and landed troops, the riot- i 
ling being stopped, and armed patrols 
were kept marching In the streets 
I when the liner sailed from Japan. 

The North China Daily News blames J 
the "wave of exhaltntion that has come 
over the Chinese since Japan defeated 
Russia" for the outbreak. 

Shanghai newspapers state a storm I 
I to be brewing among the Chinese of 
the settlement who have made the 
outbreak arising from the fracas In the 
mixed court the ground for agitation ' 
j that the foreign settlements of Shang- j 
| hai be ruled as a Chinese centre, under 
Chinese authority, Instead of coatlnu- ] 
ing as at present, a foreign settlement 
ruled by the foreign community of 
Shanghai. 

In many sections Japanese were 
blamed for inciting the outbreak and 
it was pointed out that Japanese na- 
tionals were unharmed in the rioting. 
The correspondents of the Japanese- 
newspapers deny the allegations. It is 
generally conceded that the anti- 
American boycott had no part in caus- 
ing the disturbance. 

Mrs. Li Wang-shih and the other 
prisoners were given the custody of 
the fifteen girls when released, and the 
North China Dally News says this ac- 
quiescence to Chinese clamor Is to be 
regretted. Native papers say the 
woman is the wife of a deceased Chi- 
nese official of Szechuan .and the 
fifteen children are family slave;;. 

All the foreign journals of Shanghai 
are united In stating the Chinese to 
be anxious to abolish extra territorial- 
ity and foreign settlements at Shang- 
hai. 

John Goodnow, formerly United 
States consul-general at Shanghai, of- 
fered their services to the Chinese tao- 
lal prior to the rioting to represent 
China in settling the mixed court 
deadlock. The taotai refused their 
services. 

It is considered likely that Vive 
Consul Twytnan, the British assessor 
of I he mixed court, will be removed 
In accordance with the Chinese de- 
mands.
